E have brought the Story of the Male- 

W coments in Hungary, on, to the con- 
clufion of the late War. 

The Empsror Compleated the Conqueft of 


them, by caufing his Son, the new King of the 


Romans, to be Crown’d at Presburgh, and ac- 
knowledg’d by the States Affembled there, ina 


General Diet, as Hereditary King of Hungary. 


The States made feveral Hefitations at, and 
Remonftrances againft giviog up their Native 
Right of Election; but the Emperor told them 
it was but reaforable, that he having, out of 
his own Hereditary Dominions, disburft more 
to reduce Hungary to his Obedience, and to 
clear it of the Jurks, than the whold Kingdom 
was worth 3 he thought he had an undoubted 
Right to it, as he had purchas’d it with the 
Blood and Treafure of the Germaz Nation, and 
therefore expetted ir. ¥ : 

Thefe Arguments, together with an entire 
Pofetiion,for his Imperial Majefty had the whole 
Kingdom now in his hacds, oblig’d the Aunga- 
rian Nobility, to yield to the Diffolutien of their 
Antient Liberties, and Crown the young, King, 
Hereditary K. of Hungariz,to him and the Heirs 
of the Imperial Branch ot the Houfe of Auftriz, 
and the default of fuch Heirs, to the Heirs of 
the Spanifh Branch of Auftriz. 

What Compulfion ! What Clandeftine Me- 
chods! What Threatning, orForce, might be made 
ule of in this Election, I cannot pretend to de- 


termine————T hey that have a mind to com- 
pare it with the late Ele€tion in Polend, will 
have difficulty enough to make one Right, and 
the other Wrong. . 

This is certain, Count Teckely protefted loude 
ly againft it, but his Voice had lefs Borce in the 
Matter now, while his Power was not Rrong 
enough to back his Complaints. 

Thus Liberty funk under Conqueft, and the 
Country was obliged to fubmit to what his Im- 
perial Majefty Demanded; and thus Afungar?a 
became an Hereditary Monarchy, which till 
then had heen Eleive. 

The Author of Memoirs pf Count Teckely, a 
Book written in French, and which, as the Tran- 
flator himfelfobferves, muft have fome Myftery 
in it, all the Maxins of the French Court being 
decryed in it; and which would therefore have 
been intolerable, had it not been wrote witha 


peculiar defign, to make the Emperor’s Cafe 


very bad, and Cry up the Count, whom the 
French at that time began to fupports This 
Author, tho’ in all things Partial‘ co the Caufe 
of Count Teckely, owns that the States did agree 
to this new Settlement of rhe Government, He» 
reditarily on the Houfe of Auffria; and as to the 
Poftulata of Government, ur Articles concerning 
Privileges and Religion, he tetis us, the Emperot 
gave for Anfwer, they fhould be debated after 
the Coronation, but never tells us whether they 
were fettled or no. 
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He farther tclls us, the Protefiants, in hopes 
to jngratiate with the Emperor, were careful 
te appear forwardeit in this Matter, and Con- 
senced calily to their parting withtheir Right 
ot Eledtion. 

As I confefs this feems not probable in the 
Proteftants, who held out longeft againit the 
Honfe of Auftriz, and who, as 1 have Noted 
already, were always treated wich the moft Ri- 
gour; fo thefe improbabilities, together wich 
the Book it felf, being wrote, where J am fatiss 
fied the Author durft (ay any thing, but what he 
«new would be agreeable to the moft Arbitrary 
as wel) as Greate(t King ia the World ; J there- 
fore take the whole to be a Fabulous Colleétion, 
Ca)culated to the particular time, fuited both to 
Leffen and Expofe the Emperor, and {candalize 
the Proteftauts both together. 

Be it which way you pleafe, This is plain, 
the Emperor obtain’d the end he drove at; the 
King of the Romans was declared Hereditary, 
the Succeffion fettled, as before, and the Coro- 
nation performed accordingly, at Presburgh, 
the eat th of ee as 1691. 

Prince Ragocif was then Young, and by the 
Articles of the Surrender of Mongasz in Upper 
Hungary, as with his Mother, deliver’d 
iato the hands of the Emperor. This Lady was 
the Daughter of Count Peter Serini, Beheaded 
at Newftad, by the Emperor; fhe was the 
AVidow of Prince Ragock/t, and at the time of 
this Surreader, was Wife of Count Zeckely. 

As the Children of Prince Regocki were not 
capable of having made any Forfeiture in the 
‘War, the Emperor could. have no.Pretence up- 
on their Eftates ; and for concern’d her (elf, ir 
was contain’d in the Capitulation, by which fhe 
- agreed to go to Vienna, where fhe was to en 
joy the Revenues of her Bftate in Hungary, 
er an Equivalent to be given her by the Em- 
peror. 

Wo fooner was fhe come to Vienna, but her 
€hildren, fays the aforefuid Author, were ta- 
ken from ker, and brought up by the dire¢tion 
of the Emperor. 

1 am the plainer. in this, to make amends to
